LOYOLA PLANS NEW 
DENTAL BUILDING 


A post-war program of development 
was recently announced by Loyola Uni- 
versity which includes a structure to 
house the medical and dental schools 
in the west-side medical center. Archi- 
tects have been invited to submit com- 
petitive sketches for five new buildings, 
one of which will be the medical-dental 
school. The other buildings are on the 
Lake Shore campus. Loyola has almost 
a one-half square block of land for its 
medical and dental schools and one of 
the prospectus for this structure is a 
skyscraper type of building in collegiate 
Gothic design. The buildings planned 
are a part of the seventy-fifth anniver- 
sary program of development by the 
University. 


183 PHYSICIANS DIE 
IN MILITARY SERVICE 


The American Medical Association 
recently reported in its Journal that in 
1944 seventy physicians were killed in 
military action and 113 others died in 
military service. Since the outbreak of 
the war, there has been a total of 101 


physicians killed in action and 255 who 
died in service. The Journal also re- 
ported that it had published the obitu- 
aries of 3,172 physicians during 1944. 
Heart disease was the leading cause of 
death. The average age of American 
physicians at the time of death in 1944 
was 65.3 years. 

It is estimated that on the accelerated 
training program there were approxi- 
mately 10,000 physicians graduated from 
medical schools during the year. These 
statistics indicate a large increase in the 
medical profession. 


PLAN FOR HOSPITAL CARE 
PROVIDES PENICILLIN 


The Executive Director of the Plan- 
For-Hospital-Care, Mr. J. R. Mannix, 
has announced that penicillin has been 
added to Plan benefits. When penicil- 
lin is prescribed for Plan members who 
are patients of hospitals it will be pro- 
vided without charge. The hospitals will 
be reimbursed for the cost directly by 
the Plan. These drugs are now available 
to Chicago hospitals for civilian use. 
The action announced is in keeping with 
the policy of increasing benefits as the 
reserves of the Plan-For-Hospital-Care 
are built up. 


FUNDS PROVIDED FOR 
CARIES RESEARCH 


The Nutrition Foundation, Inc., has 
awarded grants amounting to $131,000 
for research in nutrition. The grants are 
distributed among twenty-three colleges 
and universities in the United States and 
Canada. 

Dr. C. G. King, scientific director, 
made the following statement: “Re- 
search projects having the greatest value 
thus far were those dealing with army 
rations, human protein requirements, 
maternal and infant nutrition, dental 
caries and human vitamin requirements.” 
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EDITORIAL 


DISCRIMINATION IS NOT THE WAY 


Dentists will be disturbed when they know that the American Dental 
Association is accused of racial discrimination, of suggesting that a racial 
quota be established to govern those admitted to study dentistry. The 
accusation stems from a statement in a report prepared by the American 
Dental Association’s Council on Dental Education and sent to a Con- 


gressional Committee instructed to study the effects of the war on higher 
education. 


The report states that there is a racial and geographic unbalance 
among the students enrolled in our dental colleges, that twenty-four per 
cent are residents of New York and New Jersey, that they are largely 
of one race and of foreign extraction, that determined effort should be 
made on a national scale to counteract the marked unbalance. The 
group referred to is obviously the Jewish. 


The inference made from this statement is that the A.D.A. is preju- 
diced and anti-semitic, that it is urging a quota system to control popula- 
tion activities similar to what has been used in Hitler’s Germany. It is 
unfortunate that such an implication has been made. There is no place for 
racial or religious discrimination in a democratic society, particularly 
in a profession concerned with public welfare. This cannot be the atti- 
tude of the A.D.A. We believe that a report with any anti-religious or 
racial implications would never be approved by the House of Delegates 
of the A.D.A. which is the true governing body and final authority of 
that organization. 


A major concern of the dental profession is how to attract and not 
discourage more students to its calling. We do not need to quote statistics 
to inform dentists that there are not nearly enough dentists to meet the 
need. Only twenty-five per cent of the population has been receiving 
dental attention. Dental treatment requires time, it cannot be managed 
by prescription. There is room for many more in our profession if the 
public is to be adequately served. 


Any individual with the proper mental, digital, and ethical qualifica- 
tions who desires to study dentistry should be welcome. The American 
youth by and large has not been sufficiently informed about the oppor- 
tunities that the practice of dentistry offers. It is up to the dental pro- 
fession to stimulate the desire to study dentistry and to correct any un- 
balance, not by a quota restriction, but by an expansion of interest in 
dentistry as a profession. 


We are fighting a horrible war at tremendous cost to preserve a Con- 
stitution which provides freedom and equal opportunity for all who live 
under its rule. This fight must not be a mockery. A humanitarian pro- 
fession such as dentistry must be exemplary; it can hold no brief for any 


policy which would limit the educational opportunity of capable citizens.

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The Committee presents herewith the 
twelfth of a series of articles acquainting 
the dental profession with the growth, 
development and outstanding achieve- 
ments of the Commission as a vigilant 
pressure group acting in behalf of Chi- 
cago and its citizens. 


With the advent of 1942, gambling 
and racketeering was at its lowest ebb 
in two decades. The vigorous campaign 
conducted by the Chicago Crime Com- 
mission had been given full publicity by 
the daily press throughout the United 
States. The Federal authorities had 
taken action and many notorious racke- 
teers were prosecuted and convicted for 
evasion of Income Taxes. The Cook 
County Grand Jury investigations and 
indictments had a salutary effect. The 
sheriff finally ended his circus perform- 
ance by parting company with his chief 
deputy and then found he had inherited 
a female relative of a notorious gambler 
who had been employed by the deputy. 

Acting upon the report of the Grand 
Jurors and its own records the Chicago 
Crime Commission demanded _ that 
charges be filed against a captain and 
three members of the police Morals 
Squad for non-performance of sworn 
. duties. This was done. The Commission 
then requested that the policemen be 
suspended. They were. Then followed a 
procedure which amply demonstrated the 
existence of an alliance between politics 
and crime. One of the Civil Service 
Commissioners was never officially re- 
appointed by the mayor and was thus a 
hold-over violation of regulations. Only 
two of the commissioners actively par- 
ticipated in the hearing of evidence 
against the policemen. A Chicago Crime 
Commission observer was present at the 
hearings and from his reports it was 
evident that the commissioners were not 
seeking evidence, but rather an excuse 
for finding the policemen not guilty. The 
evidence was convincing, but the Civil

Service Commissioners found the ac- 
cused not guilty. 

The finding of the Civil Service Com- 
mission brought a demand from the 
Crime Commission that all three com- 
missioners be removed. The newspapers 
flayed the Civil Service Commission un- 
mercifully. The Chicago Crime Commis- 
sion challenged the decision in a letter 
to the mayor. The flood of resentment 
grew and the mayor finally announced 
the appointment of a committee of out- 
standing legalists, whose integrity and 
ability could not be questioned, to review 
the evidence and findings of the Civil 
Service Commission. At about the same 
time, two of the accused policemen were 
promoted and the demand of the Crime 
Commission that the members of the 
Civil Service body be removed was ig- 
nored. 

After careful study, the review com- 
mittee announced that the Civil Service 
Commission had erred in its findings and 
that the policemen should have been 
found guilty. The mayor then appointed 
three new members to the Civil Service 
Commission. 

The Chicago Crime Commission du- 
plicates the work of no other organiza- 
tion. It has no competitors in its field of 
endeavor. The information contained in 
its files can be found nowhere else. It 
has been a defense body of public good 
for twenty-two years and is today the 
one and only bulwark of all honest pub- 
lic officials, business, professional and 
lay citizens against connivance of “pub- 
lic enemies” and unscrupulous ' politi- 
cians to defeat orderly government. 

The Chicago Crime Commission rec- 
ognizes the present-day racketeer, 
whether in gambling, labor unions or 
distribution fields, as the most vicious 
agent in the arena of crime. The racke- 
teer bribes, intimidates, maims and 
murders. He is the prostitutor of business . 
and good government. The Chicago
